The amount 
of. rewards paid for the destruction-of wild 
beasts and.pcisbrious shakes was in 1877 
io3.ot7rs., and in 1878 99.i8.9rs. "The gen 
eral results, therefore, are that the num 
her of persons killed has increased, while 
the-number of cattle so killed, the num- 
ber of wild animals and snakes destroyed 
and the amount of rewards paid, show a 
decrease; The increase in the number of 
persons killed by wild animals.isauributed 
to a great extent, to the deaths from wolves 
in the northwestern'provinces, and Oude, 
which-have increased from 380 in 1877 to 
624 in 1878. Thelieutenant governor has 
invited-'he altirition "f di«rn'ct officer' 'a. 
the subject with a View of more effective 
measures being taken for the destruction 
bf these animals. Witft reference todeaths 
from spake-bites, the number of persons 
thus killed h?s decreased from 16,346 In 
1876 to 16,812 in 1878. while the number 
of cattle has decreased from 2,945 in 1877 
o i ,825 in the year under review. The re- 
urns showing the number of cattle killed 
are doubtless, as observed by the chief 
commissioner of the central provinces, less 
rilstworthy than those of "persons."
